Hanover, June 5.—Four McSherrys- 


town men, Emanuel Fink, Roy Eltz, 
Raymond Eltz and Earl Groft, all 
about 21 years old, were arrested by 
Jesse Crabbs. charged, with arson, 
their 
rounding 
up 
after 
several 


weeks' work on, the part of Officer 
Crabbs, solving the mystery surround- 
ing a large number of incendiary fires 
that occurred in this section, five at 
McSherrystown and one here, since 
March 5. The arrests are among the 
most important to be made here in 
many years and caused a sensation. 
Fink and the two Eltz brothers made 
a confession to Crabbs of having set 
fire to gix places. Groft did not con- 
fess, but is charged with being impli- 
cated in the crimes of the others. In 
their confession the men said their 
acts were due to mania. 


Groft, Roy Eltz and Emanuel Fink 


are also charged with robbing Shirk's 
hardware store, stealing a revolver, 
money and a safety razor.

Business is reviving after the war, but the process 


is slow. 
.Reasonable stimulation 
i.<= highly desirable ia 


order that unemployment and business stagnation may 
not threaten. 
There are opportunities m foreign trade 


and iu the rebuilding of Europe, to say nothing of the 
restoration of our own stocks which were depleted by 
the war. 
Ameiica is short of almost everything except 


articles manufactured for war uses, but hesitation about 
\vages and prices is pre\enting action. 


English economists agree M ith Prof. Irviiig Fisher 


nf Yale and with the experts of the department of 


labor that there Js no econom.c basis for the expectation of much lower 
wages and prices. There will probably be reductions, but they may not 
be large. The opinion of these economists is that we have reached a new 
price level, just ss we reached a new level when the aftermath of the Klon- 
dike rush brought a great nia^ of gold into this country. 


If we have reached a new price level obviously little is to be gained by 


delay, and a great deal may be lost. Furthermore, reductions in wages 
cannot be seriously considered, particularly when prices are remaining 
80 high. Wages, according to department of labor figures, have not kept 
pace by any means with prices. Some wage earners received no increases 
at all during the war, and the average was only 28 per cent. On the other 
hand the average increase in commodities making up the family budget— 
the cost of living—was G5 per cent. These figures speak for themselves, 
and direct serious attention to the fact that wages in goods are real, while 
wages in dollars are often deceptive. 


To revive business there must be a market for goods. Business is a 


matter of buying and selling. If people have no money they cannot buy; 
if wages are low purchasing power is diminished. 


It will be no disadvantage to anyone if wages and prices stay about 


where they are. 
To my mind the solution of the business problem now is 


this: Let the public buy now the things it needs; there are plenty of them, 
because during the war the government besought people not to buy and 
to devote all their energies toward winning the war. 
Let the manufac- 


turers go ahead as rapidly as it is eajfe to do so with production. And 
let every man who has anything to sell tell his neighbors about it by 
judicious advertising. 


Only by advertising can a demand be created and onlv through adver- 


tising are people enabled to buy wisely and well. 
Advertising is heavy, 


but it can't be too heavy so long as legitimate goods are advertised. In 
the long run everything depends on the consumer. 
If the consumer cre- 


ates a demand business will go ahead. 
Merchants by advertising can 


help create the demand that will get business going once more.

or endow her with ha, world's, goods without Mrs. Grundy turning up her 
nose. 


But I think marriage by proxy a dangerous innovation, and not at 


all likely to cure the unrest on the part of separated lovers, nor will it 
revive "waning affections." 


Human nature and modern conditions are against it. Both men and 


women find separatum a strain. Faithful in thought, they miss the com- 
panionship which is natural. 
Some day the loneliness becomes unbear- 


able, and there's the nib.

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IENTSIN, called the panorama 
city of China,'came Into pub- 
lic* notice again recently .be- 
cause of disorders In which 


Americans and Japanese were involv- 
ed. To walk about Tientsin is to trav- 
el, says a bulletin of the National 
Geographic society. 
An afternoon's 


stroll from the native to the British, 
French, Italian, Russian and other for- 
eign quarters gives the sensation of a 
magic tour through Peking, London, 
Paris Rome and Petrograd. 
And the 


windmills among the salt mounds just 
outside the city add a touch of Holland. 


This panorama city has had a tem- 


pestuous history. There a group of 
American and other foreign residents— 
Herbert C. Hoover among them—de- 
fended themselves for a mouth against 
the fanatic boxers in 1900. 


Since then the native city has been 


Known as Cheng li, or "Town Without 
Walls," because the ancient barriers 
were demolished during the siege. Of 
(he 500 doughty foreigners more than 
fifty were killed and many others 
wounded before military aid came. 


Tientsin was the tcene of another 


famous siege, that of the Taiping reb- 
els in 18.r>3. Followers of Hung Sin 
Tsunn, who had professed Christianity 
und bet himself up in Nanking as the 
"Heavenly King," marched toward 
Peking. P.ut tne Waterloo of the "I6ng- 
haired rebels" so railed because they 
v./.uld not plait their queues and thus 
hignify lo.valty to the Manchus. came 
at Tientsin. 


"Chinese" Gordon's Victory. 


The success of the campaign against 


the revolutionists was due principally 
to the gallant "Chinese" Got don, Gen. 
Charles George Gordon, and his "ever 
victorious army." But the fact would 
not be suspected from reading the im- 
perial edict issued by the former con- 
cubine who had elevated herself to 
Empress Dowager. The edict set forth 
that "tins glorious victory is entirely 
due to the bountiful protection of heav- 
en, to the ever-present help of our an- 
cestors and to the foresight of the em- 
press regent." A tribute is paid to the 
Chinese generals, "who have been 


combed by the wind and bathed in the 
rnin," and one of them was awarded 
the decoration of the double-eyed pea- 
cock's feather. 


Commanding the native force at Tienj 


tsin was Seng-ko-lin-sin, a Mongol gen- 
eral, who later distinguished himself 
less creditably. In 1860 he sought to 
defend Tientsin against a foreign ex- 
pedition by erecting an Immense mud 
rampant outside the city. 
Tientsin 


was captured and held for two years 
by the British and French and the 
crude defense is known In the foreign 
quarters as "Seng-ko-lin-sin's folly." 


The region 
about Tientsin 
was 


known as Chi-chou, under the Hsia dyn- 
asty, whose rulers, 4,000 years ago, 
already had court astronomers who 
could predict eclipses. Later it was 
caled Ya-chou, in the Chou dynasty, 
marked by the western wars waged by 
Mu-Wang against the "Dog Barbari- 
ans," thought to be ancestors of the 
Hun*. Tientsin dates back at least 
to the fourteenth century. 


Immense Salt Industry. 


The salt industry in the neighbor- 


hood of Tientsin is prodigious Wind- 
mills are used to pump salt water into 
the fields along the Hallo river, where 
the 
w idel j -known Chang-lu salt Is 


made. Before the war nearly 20,000 
tons were produced annually. But 
Tientsin is important commercially in 
many respects. 
It Is n rice market, 


and Siberia's tea foimerly was shipped 
through here. Exports were as varied 
as the needs of the dozen OP so nations 
which had separate settlements along 
five miles of the river front, and its 
imports were as diverse as the com- 
motlilies those nations had to ex- 
change. 


The Pelho nnd Hunho rivers con- 


verge at Tientsin. From the latter to 
the Yantrtsze-Kiang extends the GrancJ 
canal, that remarkable specimen of 
ancient engineering, mentioned by Con- 
fucius, which originally was more than 
1000 miles long. 


Tientsin has more people than Bos- 


ton. It is the principal city of Chlh- 
11 and is 80 miles southeast of Peking 
by rail.

The opinion of these economists is that wo have reached a new 
price level, just as we reached a new level when the aftermath of the Klon­ 
dike rush brought a great mae.< of gold into this country. 


If wo have reached a new price level obviously little is to be gained by 
delay, and a great deal may be lost. 
Furthermore, reductions in wages 
cannot be seriously considered, particularly when prices are remaining 
so high. Wages, according to department of labor figures, have not kept 
pace by any means with prices. Some wage earners received no increases 
at all during the war, and the average was only 28 per cent. On the other 
hand the average increase in commodities making up the family budget— 
the cost of living—was G5 per cent. These figures speak for themselves, 
and direct serious attention to the fact that wages in goods are real, while 
wages in dollars are often deceptive. 


To revive business there must be a market for goods. Business is a 
matter of buying and selling. If people have no money they cannot buy; 
if wages are low purchasing power is diminished. 


It will be no disadvantage to anyone if wages and prices stay about 
where they are. To my mind the solution of the business problem now is 
this: Let the public buy now the things it needs; there are plenty of them, 
because during the war the government besought people not to buy and 
to devote all their energies toward winning the war. Let the manufac­ 
turers go ahead as rapidly as it is so/e to do so with production. 
And 
let every, man who has anything to sell tell his neighbors about it by 
judicious advertising. 


Only by advertising can a demand be created and only through adver­ 
tising are people enabled to buy wisely and well. 
Advertising is heavy, 
but it can’t be too heavy so long as legitimate goods are advertised. 
In 
the long run everything depends on the consumer. If the consumer cre­ 
ates a demand business will go ahead. 
Merchants by advertising can 
help create the demand that will get business going once more.

eign quarters gives the sensation of a 
magic tour through Peking, London, 
Paris, Rome and Petrograd. And the 
windmills among the salt mounds just 
outside the city add a touch of Holland. 


This panorama city has had a tem­ 
pestuous history. There a group of 
American and other foreign residents— 
Herbert C. Hoover among them—de­ 
fended themselves for a month against 
the fanatic boxers in 1000. 


Since then the native city has been 
known as Cheng-Ii, or “Town Without 
Walls,” because the ancient barriers 
were demolished during the siege. 
Of 
the 500 doughty foreigners more than 
lifty were killed and many others 
wounded before military aid came. 


Tientsin was the scene of another 
famous siege, that of the Taiping reb­ 
els in 1853. Followers of Hung Sin 
Tsuan, who had professed Christianity 
and set himself up in Nanking as the 
"Heavenly 
King/' 
marched 
toward 
Peking. Rut the Waterloo of the “long­ 
haired rebels" so called because they 
w/juld not plait their queues and thus 
signify loyalty to the Manchus, came 
at Tientsin. 


“Chinese” Gordon's Victory. 


The success of the campaign against 
the revolutionists was due principally 
to the gallant “Chinese" Gordon, Gen., 
Charles George Gordon, and his “ever 
victorious army.” But the fact would 
not be suspected from reading the im­ 
perial edict issued by the former con­ 
cubine who had elevated herself to 
Empress Dowager. 
The edict set forth 
that “this glorious victory is entirely 
due to the bountiful protection of heav­ 
en, to the ever-present help of our an­ 
cestors and to the foresight of the era-, 
press regent.” A tribute is paid to the 
Chinese generals, 
“who have been 


combed by the wind and bathed in the 
rain,” and one of them was awarded 
the decoration of the double-eyed pea­ 
cock's feather. 


Commanding the native force at Tien^ 
tsln was Seng-ko-lin-sin, a Mongol gen­ 
eral, who later distinguished himself 
less creditably. In 1860 he Isought to 
defend Tientsin against a foreign ex­ 
pedition by erecting an immense mud 
rampant outside the city. 
Tientsin 
was captured and held for two years 
by the British and French and the 
crude defense is known in the foreign 
quarters as “Seng-ko-lin-sin’s folly.” 


The 
region 
about 
Tientsin 
was 
known as Chi-chou, under the Hsia dyn­ 
asty, whose rulers, 4,000 years ago, 
already had court astronomers who 
could predict eclipses. Later it was 
caled Ya-chou, Iq the Chou dynasty, 
marked by the western wars waged by 
Mu-Wang against the “Dog Barbari­ 
ans,” thought to be ancestors of the 
Huns. Tientsin dates back at least 
to the fourteenth century. • 


Immense Salt Industry. 


The salt industry in the neighbor­ 
hood of Tientsin is prodigious. Wind­ 
mills are used to pump salt water into 
the fields along the Hallo river, where 
the widely-known Chang-lu salt is 
made. 
Before the war nearly 20,000 
tons were produced annually. But 
Tientsin is important commercially in 
many respects. 
It is a rice market, 
and Siberia’s tea formerly was shipped 
through here. Exports were as varied 
as the needs of the dozen or so nations 
which had separate settlements along 
five miles of the river front, and its 
imports >vere as diverse as the com 
motli/ties those nations had to ex­ 
change. 


The Peiho and Hunho rivers con 
verge at Tientsin. From the latter to 
the Yangtsze-Kiang extends the Gram} 
canal, that remarkable specimen 6f 
ancient engineering, mentioned by Con­ 
fucius, which originally was more than 
1,000 miles long.

SOLDIER DROWNS 


IN MARSH CRhEK. 


To successfully cross the Atlantic 


ocean when the submarine terror was 
at its height, to fight one year for his 
country in France and return alive to 
the United States and then to drown 
in four feet of water in Marsh Creek 
is the tragic story of Raymond Her- 
shey, 28-year-old son of Mrs." Abra- 
ham Hershey, of Gettysburg, who was 
found lying dead in the swimming 
hole near the Lincoln Highway about 
3 miles from Gettysburg, on Friday 
evening. His drowning was evidently 
due to cramps. Raymond Hershey 
was enjoying a swim- with a number 
of young men who had gone out to 
Marsh creek from Gettysburg to enjoy 
an afternoon's recreation. Some of 
the boys went down the creek and 
later Laban Hershey, a brother of 
Raymond, who lives a short distance 
east of Marsh creek, also left the 
swimming pool to resume work in the 
fields. A short time afterward sever- 
al other boys left Raymond Hershey 
sitting on the side of the stream and 
that was the last time he was seen 
alive. Shortly before 8 o'clock Sam- 
uel Shull noticed the body of a man 
floating in the creek. He

Shells Should Be Stored—Selec- 


tion Method la Said to Be 


Cause of Deterioration. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


Freshly laid eggs, with clean, whole 


shells that have not been wet show 
a negligible loss In bad eggs, even 
after 10 or 11 months In storage. Im- 
perfections In commercial handling, 
grading and marketing previous to 


j storage are mainly responsible for bad 


e«gs developing after storage. 


These are two conclusions reached 


by specialists of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture as the result 
oi a series of experiments with cold- 
storage eggs recently reported. 
The 


eggs were produced mainly in the mid- 
dle West, and all were stored in ware- 
houses in the East. Other conclusions 
reached were as follows: 


Preservation in the shell of under- 


grade eggs, including those that are 
dirty, cracked, heated or stale should 
not be attempted. If not marketed for 
prompt 
consumption, 
the 
contents 


should be removed under proper con- 
ditions and frozen. 
The frozen prod- 


uct will keep in good condition for a 
year or more where there would be a 
marked loss by spoilage in a few 
months if the eggs were stored in the 
shell. 


Spring eggs on the market are usu- 


ally fresher than summer eggs, and for 
(hat reason keep better in storage. 
Most of the eggs stored are produced 
in the spring. 


Selection Method Inefficient. 


The common method of grading from 


current receipts by inspection, and by 
(.•licking to determine cracked shells is 
inefficient. Cases of commercial "spring- 
firsts," sorted by this method showed, 
when ready to be taken to the storage 
house, an average of 17.5 cracked eggs 
and one leaking egg to the case. Can- 
dling is a much more accurate method 
of selecting eggs suitable for storage. 
Cases of "spring firsts" graded by 
candling did not average more than 
three cracker] eggs to the case when 
ready for storage. 
When examined 


after 7 to 11 months in storage, eggs 
selected by clicking showed an aver- 
age total loss of 18.5 bad eggs per 
case, while those selected by candling 
shewed a total average loss of seven 
eggs per case. 


Of the average of 18.5 bad eggs to 


the case when selection was based on 
clicking, after long periods in storage, 
nine were due to direct spoilage of 
damaged eggs or to their contamina- 
tion of neighboring eggs by molding. 
The deterioration of the balance was 
charged to deleterious prestorage con- 
ditions, such as dirty, stained, washed 
or healed eggs, many of which could 
have been eliminated by candling. 


Changed During Storage. 


The rate of evaporation of moisture 


from eggs was remarkabty uniform 
during the storage period, averaging 
from three to four ounces a case a 
month in all of the storage rooms un- 
der observation. 
The moisture evap- 


orated from the eggs is condensed on 
the brine pipes and absorbed by the 
air, case, and fillers. 


TCsrgs Hint are fresh when stored 


show after storing an increased air 
space and often a tinge of yellow in 
the white. The yolk membrane is 
slightly weakened, but commercial sep- 
aration into white and yolk is easily 
accomplished, even after 11 months in 
storage. 


The percentage of ammoniacal ni- 


trogen in eggs increases during stor- 
age, the rise being fastest in the early 
part of the storage period. The amount 
of ammoniacal nitrogen in eggs is a 
good index of chemical deterioration. 


Present evidence indicates that the 


cold-storage taste which begins to de- 
velop about the seventh month in stor- 
age, and becomes stronger the longer 
the eggs are stored is due to the ab- 
sorption of odors from the surround- 
ing environment, and particularly from 
the strawboard fillers. Experiments 
to prevent absorption of the taste from 
the fillers are in progress. 


The detailed results of the investi-

If two varieties of tobacco, Con- 


necticut Havana and White Burley, for 
instance, are planted side, by side oo 
ground which has just grown two or 
three crops of Burley, the Havana 
seed in most instances will produce 
from two times to one hundred times 
as much as the Burley. If, however, 
these two varieties are planted where 
tobacco has not been grown for sev- 
eral years and on soil which Is not 
"tobacco sick," the Burley will produce 
as large a crop, acre for acre, as the 
Connecticut Havana. 
The cause of 


the low yield in the first case Is root- 
rot, a disease the Connecticut Havana 
is able to resist, but to which the Bar- 
ley is susceptible. 
For several years 


specialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture have been 
working to develop by selection a type 
of Burley as resistant as some of the 
cigar varieties, but which will still 
possess the yield and quality of Bur- 
ley. 
During the past three years tbes^ 


strains have been tested in Kentucky. 
In these testa the resistant strains 
have made average normal growth 
ach year, while, ordinary Burley pro- 
duced practically nothing. 


The importance of this disease Is 


shown by the fact that recent careful 
observations over a considerable part 


of the tobacco-growing section of the 
United States have shown an annual 
damage of millions of dollars. 
The 


loss in Kentucky alone is believed to 
exceed easily an average of $2,000,000 
annually. 


Root-rot is caused by a fungus which 


lives as a parasite oil the roots of the 
[)lant. This fungus cau grow into the 
roots and feed on their tissues which 
results in decay. It can live on dead 
>rganic matter in the soil, but in the 
absence of tobacco plants it gradually 
dies out, though ihis may require from 
live to ten years or more. The disease 
spreads much in the same way 
J 


other diseases of plants and animals. 


The most characteristic symptom 


of root-rot is a decay of the root sys- 
tem resulting in u stunting of the 
plants. 
Curiously enough, root-rot 


rarely kills the plant in the field. Aside 
from becoming stunted and yellow the 
diseased plants may show wilting even 
in very moist soils on days when to- 
bacco in healthy soil, and other crops, 
show no wilting. The depleted root 
system is not able to take up water 
as fast as the leaves use it.

^100 ME]V KILLED IX EXPLOSION. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 5.—Eighty- 


three men dead and fitty others burn- 
ed and maimed, many of whom will 
die, is the toll of a terrible disaster in 
the Baltimore tunnel of the Delaware 
and Hudson 
Coal company, in the 


east end section of this city, early to- 
day. The disaster was caused by the 
explosion of seven kegs of black pow- 
der, three hundred pounds in all, and 
the dead and the maimed were liter- 
ally roasted by the superheated gas 
flames following the explosion.

tragedy occurred while the men were 
on their way to work this morning. 
Owing to their working places being 
two miles from the mouth of the tun- 
nel, the men were making the trip in 
a train of fourteen mine cars drawn 
by an electric motor, the powder be- 
ing carried in two cars in the middle 
of the train.

Freshly laid eggs, with clean, whole 
shells that have not been wet show 
a negligible loss in bad eggs, even 
after 10 or 11 months in storage. Im­ 
perfections in commercial handling, 
grading and marketing previous to 
storage are mainly responsible for bad 
epgs developing after storage. 


These are two conclusions reached 
by specialists of the United States de­ 
portment of agriculture as the result 
of a series of experiments with cold- 
storage eggs recently reported. 
The 
eggs were produced mainly in the mid­ 
dle West, and all were stored In ware­ 
houses in the East. 
Other conclusions 
reached were as follows : 


Preservation in the shell of under­ 
grade eggs, including those that are 
dirty, cracked, heated or stale should 
not be attempted. If not marketed for 
prompt 
consumption, 
the 
contents 
should be removed under proper con­ 
ditions and frozen. 
The frozen prod­ 
uct will keep in good condition for a 
year or more where there would be a 
marked loss by spoilage in a few 
months if the eggs were stored in the 
shell. 


Spring eggs on the market are usu­ 
ally fresher than summer eggs, and for 
that reason keep better in storage. 
Most of the eggs stored are produced 
in the spring. 


Selection Method Inefficient. 


The common method of grading from 
current receipts by inspection, and by 
clicking to determine cracked shells is 
inefllcient. Cases of commercial “spring 
firsts,” sol’ted by this method showed, 
when ready to be taken to the storage 
house, an average of 17.5 cracked eggs 
and one leaking egg to the case. Can­ 
dling is a much more accurate method 
of selecting eggs suitable for storage. 
Tnses of “spring firsts” graded by 
candling did not average more than 
three cracked eggs to the case when 
ready for storage. 
When examined 
after 7 to 11 months in storage, eggs 
selected by clicking showed an aver­ 
age total loss of 18.5 bad eggs per 
case, while those selected by candling 
showed a total average loss of seven 
eggs per case. 


Of the average of 18.5 bad eggs to 
the case when selection was based on 
clicking, after long periods in storage, 
nine wore due to direct spoilage of 
damaged eggs or to their contamina­ 
tion of neighboring eggs by molding. 
The deterioration of the balance was 
charged to deleterious prestorage con­ 
ditions, such as dirty, stained, washed 
or heated eggs, many of which could 
have been eliminated by candling. 


Changed During Storage. 


The rate of evaporation of moisture 
from eggs was remarkably uniform 
during the storage period, averaging 
from three to four ounces a case a 
month in all of the storage rooms un­ 
der observation. 
The moisture evap­ 
orated from the eggs is condensed on 
the brine pipes and absorbed by the 
air, case, and fillers. 


Eggs that are fresh when stored 
show after storing an increased air 
space and often a tinge of yellow in 
the white. 
The yolk membrane is 
slightly weakened, but commercial sep­ 
aration into white and yolk Is easily 
accomplished, even after 11 months in 
storage. 


The percentage of ammoniacal ni­ 
trogen in eggs increases during stor­ 
age, the rise being fastest in the early 
part of the storage period. The amount 
of ammoniacal nitrogen in eggs Is a 
good Index of chemical deterioration. 


Present evidence indicates that the 
cold-storage taste which begins to de­ 
velop about the seventh month in stor­ 
age, and becomes stronger the longer 
the eggs are stored is due to the ab­ 
sorption of odors from the surround­ 
ing environment, and particularly from 
the strawboard fillers. 
Experiments 
to prevent absorption of the taste from 
the fillers are in progress. 


The detailed results of the investi­ 
gation are embodied in a bulletin, 
“Commercial Preservation of Eggs by 
Cold Storage,” to be issued as Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture Bulletin No. 775. 


(Prepared by the United States toepart* 
ment of Agriculture.) 


If two varieties of tobacco, Con* 
necticut Havana and White Burley, for 
instance, are planted side.by side on 
ground which has just grown two or 
three crops of Burley, the Havana 
seed in most instances will produce 
from two times to one hundred times 
as much as the Burley. 
If, however, 
these two varieties are planted where 
tobacco has not been grown for sev­ 
eral years and on soil which is not 
“tobacco sick,” the Burley will produce 
as large a crop, acre for acre, as the 
Connecticut Havana. 
The cause of 
the low yield in the first case is root- 
rot, a disease the Connecticut Havana 
is able to resist, but to which the Bar­ 
ley is susceptible. 
For several years 
specialists of the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture have 
b$en 
working to develop by selection a type 
of Burley as resistant as some of the 
cigar varieties, but which will still 
possess the yield and quality of Bur­ 
ley. During the past three years these 
strains have been tested in Kentucky. 
In these testa the resistant strains 
have made average normal growth 
each year, while ordinary Burley pro­ 
duced practically nothing. 


The importance of this disease is 
shown by the fact that recent careful

United States have shown an annual 
damage of millions of dollars. 
The 
loss in Kentucky alone is believed to 
exceed easily an average pf $2,000,000 
annually. 


Root-rot is caused by a fungus which 
lives as a parasite on the roots of the 
plant. This fungus can grow into the 
roots and feed on their tissues which 
results in decay. 
It cun live on dead 
organic matter in the soil, but in the 
absence of tobacco plants it gradually 
dies out, though jthis may require from 
five to ten years or more. The disease 
spreads much in the sam^ w ay as 
other diseases of plants and animals. 


The most charactei’istic 
symptom 
of root-rot is a decay of the root sys­ 
tem resulting in a stunting of the 
plants. 
Curiously 
enough, 
root-rot 
rarely kills the plant tn the field. Aside 
from becoming stunted and yellow the 
diseased plants may show wilting even 
in very moist soils on days when to­ 
bacco in healthy soil, and other crops, 
show no wilting. 
The depleted root 
system is not able to take up water 
as fast as the leaves use I t

A tunnel of the Metropolitan rail­ 
way in London, which much of the 
time is filled with smoke or steam, has 
been equipped for its 2,200 feet of

length.

Adventures This Token 


Could Tell! 


A coin 2,000 years old, which may 


have reposed in the treasure box of 
a Itiman senator, parsed from hand 
to li.'nd in the dice frames of members 
of the lloman imperial guard, been 
tossed to the rubble by a patrician as 
he passed through the street*, on his 
way to the baths, or thrown to a 
victorious gladiator by one of the ves- 
tal virgins, now is in the possession 
of Arthur S. Hibler, United States im- 
migrant inspector at New Orleans. On

RECALLS OLD ROME 


Ancient Coin of Surpassing His­ 
toric Interest. 


Two Thousand Years Since It Camt 
From the Mint, What a Story of 
Adventures This Token 
Could Tell! 


A coin 2.000 years old, which may 
have reposed in the treasure box of 
a Homan senator, passed from hand 
to hand in the dice games of members 
of (he Roman imperial guard* been 
tossed to the rabble by a patrician as 
he passed through the streets on his 
way to the baths, or thrown to a 
victorious gladiator by one of the ves­ 
tal virgins, now is in the possession 
of A rthur S. Hibler, United States im­ 
migrant inspector at New Orleans. On 
its way to Mexico, where It was ob­ 
tained by its present owner, the coin 
may have been carried as a keepsake 
by one of the Spanish conquerors and 
exchanged for the gold and jewels 
of the Aztecs.a Two thousand years 
afford ample time to pass through a 
few adventures. 


The coin is valued by Mr. Hibler, 
not only for its age. but for the queer 
history attached to his gaining pos­ 
session of it. 
WThile he claims he 1s 
not superstitious, he admits he regards 
the coin as a good luck talisman. 
The 
piece was sold to him by a Mexican, 
who wished to cress the border at 
Brownsville, Tex., and had not enough 
money for his toll. 
To pay his way 
across the international bridge he of­ 
fered the coin with several others to 
Mr. Hibler, asserting that it had a 
strange significance and a blessing at­ 
tached to it. 
It had been given him, 
he said, by the mother of a member 
of Villa’s band, who had been m ur­ 
dered in a cafe brawl. 
As he lay dy­ 
ing, ho had begged the man to tak« 
a handkerchief, stained with his life 
blood, to his mother. 
The Mexican 
had sworn to fulfill the trust, and 
delivered the handkerchief to the old 
woman. 
She opened the corner of the 
handkerchief, 
which 
was 
knotted 
tightly, and took out several coins. 
Then she retired Into an inner room 
and, returned, placed a small silvery 
disk in the messenger’s hand, saying 
it was a talisman that would m ean 
much to its possessor. 


Tl\e coin is small and white, re­ 
sembling a modern United States dime 
in size and color. 
On its front is a 
relief of a Roman emperor, with the 
inscription: 
“Domitian 
VIII, 
Imp. 
Caesar,” and several other characters 
which are indistinguishable. 
On the 
reverse side is what seems to be a re­ 
production of the temple erected in 
Jerusalem by Solomon. 
It Is worn 
thin by the touch of the millions of 
hands in »which it must have rested. 


*T have no doubt that it is genuino,” 
Mr. Hibler said. 
“But how did it 
come into the possession of the Vll- 
lista bandit? 
Well—quien sabe?”

labor that there is no economic basis for the expectation of much lower 
wages and prices. 
There will probably be reductions, but they may not 
be large. The opinion of these economists is tliat wo have reached a new 
price level, just as we reached a new level when the aftermath of the Klon- 
dike rush brought a great map.-i of gold into this country. 


If wo have reached a new price level obviously little is to be gained by 
delay, and a great deal may be lost. 
Furthermore, reductions in wages 
cannot be seriously considered, particularly when prices are remaining 
so high. Wages, according to department of labojr figures, have not kept 
pace by any means with prices. Some wage earners received no increases 
at all during the war, and the average was only 28 per cent. On the other 
hand the average increase in commodities making up the family budget— 
the cost of living—was 05 per cent. 
These figures speak for themselves, 
and direct serious attention to the fact that wages in goods are real, while 
wages in dollars are often deceptive. 


To revive business there must be a market for goods. Business is a 
matter of buying and selling. If people have no money they cannot buy; 
if wages are low purchasing power is diminished. 


It will be no disadvantage to anyone if wages and prices stay about 
where they are. To my mind the solution of the business problem now is 
this: Let the public buy now the things it needs; there are plenty of them, 
because during the war the government besought people not to buy and 
to devote all their energies toward winning the war. 
Let the manufac- 
turers go ahead as rapidly as it Is sa/e to do so with production. 
And 
let every» man who has anything to ^ell tell his neighbors about it by 
judicious advertising. 


Only by advertising can a demand be created and only through adver- 
tising are people enabled to buy wisely and well. 
Advertising is heavy, 
but it can't be too heavy so long as legitimate goods are advertised. 
In 
the long run everytliing depends on the consumer. 
If the consumer cre- 
ates a demand business will go ahead. 
Merchants by advertising can 
help create the demand that will get business going once more.

It Is Up to America to Justify the

The announcement that "American soldiers in France are to bo per- 
mitted to marry by proxy in states where the law allows such procedure" 
has created a boom in the American marriage market; and a very good 
thing, too. 


I am interested to see the result of marriage by prox'y. 
Curiously 
enough, Australia would have none of it. 
In fact, the mere suggestion 
of such a law was literally howled down in Australia. 


Though I object to the proposal on principle it has its good points. 
Bearing a man's name, for instance, often protects a woman from atten- 
tions from other men. 


Then marriage in these mad days is an anchor which keeps many a 
weak human bark off the quicksands, and gives a girl a better social 
fitanding than a long-drawn-out engagement. 


And marriage by proxy would be a financial benefit in many cases. 
It 
would give a man an opportunity to help iinancially the woman he loves, 
or endow her with his world's goods witliout Mrs. Grundy turning up her 
nose. 


But I think marriage by proxy a .dangerous innovation, and not at 
all likely to cure the unrest on the part of separated lovers, nor will it 
revive ''waning aiTections." 


Human nature and modern conditions are against it. 
Both men and 
women find separation a strain. 
Faithful in tliought, they miss the com- 
panionship which is natural. 
Some day the loneliness becomes unbear- 
able, and there's the rub. 


However, it is up to America to justify this bold experiment, as she 
has justified many anotJier.

IENTSIN, cnllod the panorama 


city of Cl)ina/came into pub- 
• lie''' notice again recently .be- 
cause . of disorders in which 
Americans and Japanese wore Involv- 
ed. 
To walk about Tientsin is to trav- 
el, says a bulletin of the National 
Geographic society. 
An afternoon's 
stroll from the native to the British» 
French, Italian, Russian and other for- 
eign quarters gives the sensation of a 
magic tour througli Peking, London, 
Paris. Home and Petrograd. 
And the 
windmills among the salt mounds just 
outside the city add n touch of Holland. 


This panorama city has had a tem- 
pestuous history. 
There a group of 
American and other foreign residents— 
Herbert C. Hoover among them—de- 
fended themselves for a mouth against 
the fanatic boxers in 1000. 


Since then the native city has been 
known as Cheng-Ii, or "Town Without 
Walls," because the ancient barriers 
were domolisljed during the siege. 
Of 
the 500 doughty foreigners more than 
(Ifty were killed 
and many 
others 
wounded before military aid came. 


Tientsin was the scene of another 
famous siege, that of the Taiplng reb- 
els in 1853. Followers of Hung Sin 
Tsuan, who had professed Christianity 
and set himself up in Nanking a>s the 
"Heavenly 
King," 
marched 
toward 
Peking. Hut the Waterloo of the "l«ng- 
haired rebels" so dialled because they 
w/juld not plait their queues and thus 
signify loyalty to the Manchus, came 
at Tientsin. 


"Chinese" Gordon's Victory. 


The success of the campaign against 
the revolutionists was due principally 
to tlie gallant "Chinese" Gordon, Gen., 
Charles Gooti^q Gonlon, and his "ever 
victorious army." 
But the fact would 
not be suspected from reading the im- 
perial edict issued by the former con- 
cubine wJïo had elevated herself to 
Empress Dowager. 
The edict set forth 
tiiat "this glorious victory Is entirely 
due to tîie bountiful protection of heav- 
en, to the ever-present help of our an- 
cestors and to the foresight of the era-, 
press regent." 
A tribute is paid to the 
Cliinese 
genenils, 
"who 
have 
been 


combed by the wind and bathed In the 
rain," and one of them was awarded 
the decoration of the double-eyed pea- 
cock's feather. 


Commanding the naf ive force at Tien- 
tsin was Seng-ko-lln-sin, a Mongol gen- 
eral, who later distinguished himself 
less creditably. In 1860 he feought to 
defend Tientsin against a foreign ex- 
pedition by erecting an Immense mud 
rampant outside the city. 
Tientsin 
was captured and held for two years 
by the British and French and the 
crude defense is known In the foreign 
quarters as "Seng-ko-lin-sin's folly." 


The 
region 
about 
Tientsin 
was 
known as Clil-ehou, under the Hsia dyn- 
asty, whose rulers. 4,000 years ago, 
already had court astronomers 
who 
could predict eclipses. Later it was 
caled Ya-cljou, Iq the Chou dynasty, 
marked by the western wars waged by 
Mu-Wang against the "Dog Barbari- 
ans," thought to be ancestors of the 
Huns. 
Tientsin dates back at least 
to the fourteenth century. 


Immense Salt Industry. 


The salt Industry In the nelghbor- 
liood of Tientsin is prodigious. Wind- 
mills are used to pump salt water Into 
the fields along the Hallo river, where 
the 
widely-known 
Chang-lu 
salt 
Is 
made. 
Before the war nearly 20.000 
tons 
were 
produced 
annually. 
But 
Tientsin Is Important commercially In 
many respects. 
It Is a rice market, 
and Siberia's tea formerly was shipped 
through here. 
Exports were as varied 
as the needs of the dozen or so nations 
which had separate settlements along 
five miles of the river front, and Its 
Imports >vere as diverse as the com- 
motli/ties those nations had to ex- 
change. 


The Pelho and Hunho rivers con- 
verge at Tientsin. 
From the latter to 
the Yangtsze-Kiang extends the Gran^ 
canal, that remarkable specimen 6f 
ancient engineering, mentioned by Con- 
fucius, which originally was more than 
I.(H)0 miles long. 


Tientsin has more people than Bos- 
ton. It is the principal city of Chih- 
II, and Is 80 miles southeast of Peking 
by rail.

LOOKED LIKE LABOR WASTED 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Freshly laid eggs, wlih clean, whole 
shells that have not been wet show 
a uegJigihle loss In bad eggs, even 
after 10 or 11 months In storage. Im- 
pr-rfections in commercial 
handling, 
grading and marketing prevlou:s to 
storage are mainly responsible for bad 
etjgs developing after storage. 


Those are two conclusions reaohod 
by specialists of the United States de- 
portment of agriculture as the result 
oi a series of experiments with cold- 
storage eggs recently reported. 
The 
eggs wore produced mainly in the mid- 
dle West, and all were stored in ware- 
houses in the East. 
Other conclusions 
rcached wore as follows: 


Preservation In the shell of under- 
crrade eggs. Including those that are 
dirty, cracked, heated or stale should 
not be attempted. If not marketed for 
prompt 
consumption, 
the 
contents 
should be removed under proper con- 
ditions and frozen. 
The frozen prod- 
uct will keep in good condition for a 
year or more where there would be a 
marked loss by spoilage in a few 
months if the eggs were stox'ed in the

If two varieties of to])ucco, Con- 
nectlcut Havana and White Burloy, for 
Instance, are planted side.by side on 
ground which has Just grown two or 
three crops of Burley, the Havana 
seed in most instances will produce 
from two times to one hundred times 
as much as the Burley. 
If, however, 
these two varieties are planted where 
tobacco has not been grown for sev- 
eral years and on soil which is not 
"tobacco sick," the Burley will produce 
as large a crop, acre for acre, as the 
Connecticut Havana. 
The cause of 
the low yield in the first case Is root- 
rot, a disease the Connecticut Havana 
Is able to resist, but to which the Bur- 
I ley is susceptible. 
For several years 
specialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture 
have 
b^en 
working to develop by selection a type 
of Burley as resistant as some of the 
cigar varieties, but which will still 
possess the yield and quality of Bur- 
ley. During the past three years theso 
strains have been tested in Kentucky. 
In these test« the resistant 
strains 
have made average normal 
growtli 
each year, while, ordinary Burley pro- 
duced practically nothing.

Spring eggs on the market are usu- 
ally fresher than summer eggs, and for 
that reason keep better In storage. 
Most of the eggs stored are produced 
in tho spring. 


Selection Method Inefficient. 
The common method of grading from 
current receipts by Inspection, and by 
clicking to determine cracked shells is 
inoillcient. Cases of commercial "sprln,'< 
firsts." sol-ted by this method showed, 
when ready to be taken to the storage 
liouse, an average of 17.5 cracked eggs 
anci one leaking egg to the case. 
Can- 
dling is a much more accurate method 
of selecting eggs suitable for storage. 
Cases 
of "spring 
firsts" 
graded by 
candling did not average more than 
throe cracked eggs to the case when 
roady for storage. 
When examined 
after 7 to 11 months in storage, eggs 
selected by clicking showed an aver- 
age total loss of 18.5 bad eggs per 
case, while those selected by candling 
showed a total average loss of seven 
eggs per case. 


Of the average of 18.5 bad eggs to 
the case when selection was based on 
clicking, after long periods in storage, 
nine were due to direct spoilage of 
damaged oggs or to thoir contamina- 
tion of neighboring eggs by molding. 
The dotorloration of the balance was 
charged to deleterious prestorage con- 
ditions, such as dirty, stalnod, washod 
or heated eggs, many of which could 
have been eliminated by candling. 


Changed During Storage. 


The rate of evaporation of moisture 
from egtïs was remarkably uniform 
during the storage period, averaging 
from three to four ounces a case a 
nionth In all of tho storage rooms un- 
der observation. 
The moisture evap- 
orated from the eggs is condensed on 
the brine pipes and absorbed by the 
Qlr, case, and fillers, 


I 
Eggs that ore fresh when stored 
I show after storing an Increased air 
space and often a tinge of yellow in 
the white. 
The yolk membrane is 
slightly weakened, but commercial sep- 
aration Into white and yolk Is easily 
accomplished, even after 11 months in 
storage. 


The percentage of ammoniacal ni- 
trogen in eggs increases during stor- 
age. the rise being fastest In the early 
part of the storage period. The amount 
of ammoniacal nitrogen in eggs Is a 
good Index of chemical deterioration. 


Present evidence Indicates that the 
cold-storage taste which begins to de- 
velop about the seventh month In stor- 
age, and becomes stronger the longer 
the eggs are stored Is due to the ab- 
sorption of odors from the surround- 
ing environment, and particularly from 
the strawboard 
fillers. 
Experiments 
to prevent absorption of the taste from 
tho fillers are in progress,

Root-rot is caused by a fungus which 
lives as a parasite on the roots of the 
plant. This fungus can grow Into the 
roots and feed on their tissues which 
results in decay. It can live on dead 
organic matter in the soil, but In the 
absence of tobacco plants it gradually 
dies out, though Ihls may require from 
five to ten years or more. The disease 
spreads much in the sam» way as 
other diseases of plants and anlmaia 


The most clmracterlstlc 
symptom 
of root-rot is a decay of the root sys- 
U^m resulting in a stunting of the 
plants. 
Curiously 
enough, 
root-rot 
rarely kills the plant In the field. Aside 
from becoming stunted and yellow the 
disoasgd plants may show wilting even 
in very moist soils on days when to- 
bacco in healthy soil, and other crops, 
show no wilting. 
The depleted root 
system is not able to take up water 
as fast as the leaves use It.

How Tunnel Workers Are Warned. 
A tunnel of the Metropolitan rail- 
way in London, which much of the 
time is filled with smoke or steam, has 
been equipped for Its 2,200 feet of 
length with an Iron tube for giving no- 
tice of the approach of trains, the 
tubes to be agitated so as to produce 
a noise, by means of treadles, and be- 
ing so arranged that It can be out of 
service when no men are at work in 
the tunnel.

A coin 2.000 years old, which mny 
have reposed in the treasure box of 
a Homan senator, passed from hand 
to linnd in the dice *jrainos of members 
of the Roman imperial guard, been 
topRod to the rabble by a pntrlcinn as 
he passed throuprh the street?! on his 
way to the baths, or thrown to a 
victorious gladiator by one of the ves- 
tal vlrfiins, now is in the possession 
of Arthur S. ITiblor. United States hn- 
mlgrant inspector at New Orleans, On 
Its way to Mexico, where it was ob- 
tained by its present owner, the coin 
may have been carried as a keepsake 
by one of the Spanish conquerors and 
exchanged for the gold and jewels 
of the Aztecs.» Two thousand years 
afford ample time to pass through a 
few adventures. 


The coin Is valued by Mr. Hlbler, 
not only for its age. but for the queer 
history attached to his gaining pos- 
session of it.

Sitnday» Jnn<i Sth, Mrs. Alice Smith, 
of Gettysburg, entertained the mem- 
bers oi her family in honor of the re- 
turned soldiers, her son, Corp. Earl 
J. Smith and son-iji-law Clarence G. 
Hilty. Corp. Smith enlisted August 
28th. 1916. at Mt Gretna, was sent to 
the Mexican borler Oet. 5th and was 
stationed there until Älar. 21st. 1017 
at which time he was transferred to 
Scranton. from there he was sent to 
Augusta. Ga.. Aug. 20lh. 1917. 
Prom 
thence to Camp Upton N. Y. Apr. 2r3th. 
1918. On May 2nd. boarded transport 
sailed on the 3rd, landed at Liverpool, 
England, on the 14th. 
On the 18th, 
sailed acros.s the English 
channel, 
landed at Calaise. was sent up to Uiti 
front lines July lOth and captured on 
July 13th. by the Huns and taken to 
the following prisons :Laon, Glesson, 
Darmstadt and Restatt. 
"Was releas- 
ed December Gth. arrived in Switzer- 
land. December 7th. and 8th arrived 
in southern France and sent to a hos- 
pital for treatment. 
On January 1. 


1919, -was returned to his regiment, 
On April 29th sailed from St. Nazaire.
